Samples and her brother, Mr. Sidney 
Hamilton, did not partake of it, and 
the supposition is that the meat 
caused the trouble. The steak 
was purchased from Mr. Dan. Glan- 
ton, who says he sold cuts from the 
same piece to numerous other cus- 
tomers, who ate of it and suffered no 
inconvenience. 

As no chemical analysis was made 
of the steak, the cause of the trouble 
is a mystery.
